ACCURATE FIRING 

In 591 rounds fired it shot down 
one towed target, shot the tail from 
another, put fifty-six holes in the 
target and scored ninety-six hits, 
any one of which might have de- 
stroyed an aeroviane. The target 
fired at was moving eighty miles 
an hour, was more than a mile 
high and two miles away from the 
firing battery. All told, forty-nine 
target practices were held in our 
Army during the past season, with 
three-inch antiaircraft batteries. 

In all, 4029 shots were fired at 
„ towed spherical target, 201 shots 
were hits, computed on a hypothet- 
icai target. and the batteries av- 
eraged 1.80 hits per battery (four 
guns) per minute. 

The guns used in the foregoing 
practice were for the most 
products of the World War and 
are not nearly as effeetive as the 
latest type referred to above. More 
than one-third of the firing was 
done at night. Due to the imprac- 
ticability of shooting at an actual 
bomber. a small sphere was towed 
and the range, altitude, and lat- 
eral deviation. of bursts of shell 
therefrom accurately measured. 

In addition to six Regular Army 
regiments, there are twenty-one 
regiments of antiaircraft artillery 
to be mobilized in case of war 
which will come from the reserve 
forces provided by the National 
Defense Act of June 4, 1920. The 
Five Hundred and Nineteenth Reg- 
iment Reserve (antiaircraft) al- 
located to Los Angeles, has already 
been organized and will be ex- 
panded to full enlisted strength in 
time of war by volunteers and 
drafted men 

The foregoing officers, compris- 
ing the peace-time personnel of 
the Five Hundred Nineteenth Ar- 
tillery Reserve, have been ordered 
by the War Department to train 
with the Sixty-third Artillery Reg- 
ulars, at Santa Cruz, August 15 to 
29, next. During this training, the 
regular officers step aside and the 
reservé officers assume command.

When Carries Stone Freeman 
founded the Los Angeles Schoo! 
Settlement ten years ago, it is 
doubtful if she realized that her 
venture would not only provide a 
means for children of all races to

CROWS KILL SKUNK 
USING “POISON GAS” 


MORE THAN DOZEN BIRDS DIE 
IN BATTLE BEFORE 
| VICTORY COMES 


How one skunk staged a battle 
with a fiock of crows and was 


worsted by them on a floating cake 
of ice in W River is told by 
Sam Atchison, a rancher living 
east of Weiser, Idaho. His atten- 
tion was attracted by the uproar 
of the crows and he watched the 
battle for some time, says the Mil- 
waukee Journal. 

‘birds were apparently ex- 
cited by the skunk’s proximity. Oc- 
casiorally a crow would lose con- 
trol of itself and fall into the wa- 
ter and drown: the ice floe 
floated nearer the battle grew in 
intensity. 
crows were flerce in their 
attacks but the skunk was just as 
fierce, using not only his claws but 
apparently also h poison gas 
equipment. He would dart his best 
weapon into the eyes of his aa- 
be one 
less crow to combat. 

Gas supplies firally gave out and 
the unequal battle ended whén 
several of the birds alighted on the 
floe and picked out the skunk’s 
eyes. As the fioe drifted out of 
sight the skunk was stretched feeb. 
ly on his side, with the crows pick- 
ing vigorously at him. Mr. Atchi- 
son counted more than a dozen

What a sensation The Mystic“ made, to 
be sure! Futile people with small brains 
believe in capturing success by imitation.

York. The little book, in fact, conquered 
every one, and it had conquered me.

N OUTDOOR picture, with a 
semi-historical background, is 
Richard Barthelmess's first contri- 
bution to the screen since his ar- 
rival in California. The production, 
“Ranson’s Folly,” based on a Rich-

There is also 4 
court-martial sequence that will, 
perhaps, proffer novelty of interest. 

The theme of “Ranson’s Folly” 
does not provide Barthelmess with 
any great range as did that of 
“Classmates.” It is straight-away 
melodrama for the most part. 

The story hinges on a mystery 
over the holding up of a stage- 
coach, a robbery and the murder of 
an army paymaster. 

The earlier sequences go only to 
show Barthelmess’s boredom with 
the quiet character of life in the 
military post, and establish the 
characters and love interest. There 
is a momentarily spectacular epi- 
sode when Ranson saves the camp 
from destruction by rescuing nitro-

In the murder episode suspicion 
falls first on Barthelmess, because 
on a dare he had gone out to hold 
up the stage-coach, and later on 
the father of the girl with whom he 
is in love.

The picture’s main appeal will be 
through its novelty—in that it pre- 
sents a period in the past, or at 
least a type of life in that past, not 
recently widely exploited—especial- 
ly by a star of the prominence of 
Barthelmess.
